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SEVENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THE 

LOAN FUND BOARD OF IRELAND. 


The Loan Fund Board of Ireland submit this, their Seventy-Sixth Annual 
Report, for presentation to both Houses of Parliament. 

The Statements set out in Appendices 1 and 2 have been compiled from 
Abstracts, furnished to the Board since 1st January, 1914, in connection with 51 
Societies. 

The Capital on 31st December, 1913, of these Societies was £89,582, and the 
circulation of this Capital in 1913 amounted to £184,628. 

In their Seventy-fifth Report (Cd. 6835 — 1913) the Loan Fund Board referred 
clearly to their financial difficulties, despite repeated protests and warnings on 
their part, and in the second last paragraph of that Report they repudiated liability 
for a crisis which they did not cause, and which they were powerless to avert. 

Writing on this subject to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant on 5th 
February, 1914, the Loan Fund Board said : — 

“In a letter of 9th July, 1912, His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant 
informed the Loan Fund Board that, as the subject of local Loan Fund 
Societies was being considered by a Departmental Committee appointed by 
the Vice-President of the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruc- 
tion in Ireland, His Excellency would await the Report of that Committee 
before considering further the position of the Loan Fund Board. 

The Board trust that before the preparation of their Annual Report 
to Parliament next month they may be enabled to mention' therein that 
arrangements have been made which will enable the work hitherto done by the 
Loan Fund Board to be continued in a way satisfactory to the various interests 
concerned.” 

Acknowledging that letter, the Under Secretary informed the Board as fol- 
lows : — 

“ I am to state that the Report of the Departmental Committee on 
Agricultural Credit in Ireland referred to in my previous letter of the 9th 
July, 1912, has not yet been published.”
